ALBERTA WHEAT POOL 
CONDUCTING WHEAT 
SURVEY 1 

The Altierta Wheat Pool is 
conducting through the Junior 
Wheat Clubs a survey of wheat 
being grown in all districts 
where clubs are located. Depart 
ment of Agriculture field men 
in judging the group s and scor¬ 
ing the club plots for purity of 
variety are also making purity 
of variety counts on the other 
wheat of Die farmers. The sys¬ 
tem followed is that the judge 
when lie has finished the Jun¬ 
ior plots, proceeds to the adjac 
ent fields on the farm and pre¬ 
pares a purity of variety report 
on the wheat grown. 

By thi s method the Alberta 
Wheat Pool hopes to obtain a 
fairly accurate idea of the qual 
ity of the wheat being grown 
by wheat producers throughout 
the province. The wheat clubs 
number 4 , being located in 
districts extending from Box, 
Island in the south to Grande 
Prairie in the north. The total 
membership approximates 758 
junior farmers and around" 70 ) 
farms will be reported upon in 
the survey.

Brome and alfalfa, either al¬ 
one or in mixture, so far are 
the most promising pasture 
j types in the test. Brome shows 
up well in the early summer 
and fall but makes very little 
growth during hot dry spells 
which commonly occur in July 
and August. Alfalfa is more tol 
erant during such periods and 
thus gives a longer pasture 
season. Brome and alfalfa ap¬ 
pear to make an excellent mixt¬ 
ure. 

Of the swet clovers, the yel¬ 
low blossomed type had a quick¬ 
er “come-back” ’than the com¬ 
mon white varieties and thus is 
more likely to withstand heavy 
pasturing. 

At present none of the species 
or mixtures give continuous 
pasture from early spring until 
late fall. It is therefore essent¬ 
ial that some supplementary 
psture be provided. Oats & faff 
rye in combination at the rate 
of two bushels of oats to one of 
fall rye is being used for tin's 
purpose at Brandon and with 
very satisfactory results. The 
mixture is sown early in Ihe 
spring and may he pastured 
fairly early and for a consider¬ 
able time. Further supplement 
arv pasture is obtained by util¬ 
izing a portion of the land seed¬ 
ed down to sweet clover for hay. 
Thiq practice has made it pos¬

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THE BOOMERANG WILL 
COME RACK 


We doubt if there has l>ecn 
at nnv time ,keener competition 
amongst business than exists at 
the present time. With prices 
for many commodities on the 
stiff up-grade with prices for 
labor about where they were 
when other prices were at the 
bottom and with a re-adjust¬ 
ment inevitable, business in 
nearly every line feels a real 
and heavy strain to keep going 
Add to this the price slashing, 
and in cases unprincipled meth¬ 
ods of trying to get business 
and you have a picture any¬ 
thing but cheerful. 

Now citizens and business men 
of Raymond is our pride in our 
home town going to l)o strong 
enough to lend a hand to tide 
business over these times, and 
maintain the record of Ray¬ 
mond for being the best and 
busiest town in Southern Alb¬ 
erta Think it over before you 
answer this question. When 
school commenced last week 
we had 551 children registered 
in the Public School and 113 in 
the High School and more to 
come. To handle these students 
in the school requires the ser¬ 
vices of 18 teachers two janit¬ 
ors and the expense of keeping 
up the schools on top of this. 
Where is the money coming 
from t 0 Pay these bills? From 
taxes of course and according to 
reports from those who know 
the greater percentage of our 
taxe s are paid by the business 
houses. 

Now, Mr. Citizen, whether 
you are in business or not. can 
our business houses pay these 
taxes and maintain these ser¬ 
vices, and many others we may 
mention, from money spent 
outside of Raymond, that is 
ne(ver spent in Raymond, and 
consequently cannot benefit 
our local institutions? Of course 
the answer is No. Then what 
shall we do? Well, if we ap¬ 
preciate our local stores, gar¬ 
ages, blacksmith shops, and ot¬ 
her lines of business, we will 
patronize them. And, it won’t 
bankrupt us either to do it. In 
fact, if the business fraternity 
co-operate a little, and trade 
back and forth to the fullest 
possible extent, it would make 
the road of everyone a whole 
lot easier. The idea of always 
getting the lowest price obtain¬ 
able is not always justifiable. 
You can hardly expect a butch¬ 
er who is maintaining a shop, 
and keeping a service there for 
the convenience of his custom¬ 
ers, to meet prices with the 
man who sells on the street. 
The man who maintains the 
shop pays taxes, license and 
shop upkeep and probably hired 
help and the man on the street 
pay nothing. Who. if you are a 
red-blooded citizen ha*, the best 
right to your trade? Put the 
spotlight on your own business 
If you are trying to render ser¬ 
vice to the town and district, 
you should expect, and right¬ 
fully so, to receive more bus- 
ness and a better price for 
who are scabbing on the busin¬ 
ess an;! getting awav without 
paying anv taxes or licenses, or 
anvthing to help keep the stand 
ard of the town where it is. 

Now this argument goes clear 
along the line. We appreciate 
the fact that we are not obliged 


to trade it home. With mod¬ 
ern means of transportation 
our dollar is worth just as 
much in Lethbridge, Calgary or 
any place else as it is right 
here, but it never does us any 
good once it is spent in these 
other towns. Seme of us seem 
to think it smart to trade in 
other towns, and justify oursel¬ 
ves with the argument that the 
selection is better in these ot¬ 
her towns. It is, and as long aa 
we chase away to spend our 
d<flars it always will be be¬ 
cause the local dealers stock is 
limited by demand, and the 
amount he has to buy with. 

Whenever a Citizen, r busin¬ 
ess firm, a School Board or a 
Town Council spend one dollar 
away from home lor service oi 
materials that could be pur¬ 
chased or obtained here he or 
she or it is making the payment 
of taxes just a little harder for 
someone in the town. This act 
lowers the standard ol living 
for someone just a little, and 
folks if we keep it up long en¬ 
ough k will kill our town, close 
our schools and cause us to 
become a hiss and a byword 
amongst our fellowmen. After 
all, any town is only what the 
people who comprise ihe town 
make it. It would be a good 
idea to support each other oven 
if we pay a little more for 
sonic ot our services because in 
the long run it will help us all, 
and make everyone better. 

And lastly, throughout the 
years of hard sledding through 
which we helve passed, our bus 
iness men have struggled ag¬ 
ainst great odds to maintain a 
service that would be accept¬ 
able and many of them have 
kept on larger staffs t! an w; , 
needed, for two reason*. Dis¬ 
charging a man, meant hard¬ 
ship, because jobs have been 
practically impossible to find, 
and too, a merchant likes to 
have assistance enough to give 
people prompt and courteous 
service, when they ask for it. 
Are these things worth any¬ 
thing to us? 

Before wo commerce sending 
our dollars way from home, 
let us ask oursehes in truth 
and sobriety whether or not wo 
can afford to do it? Our public 
life and our public institutions 
can only be maintained so long 
as wc pull together, and spend 
most of our money with the 
merchants and business men cf 
Raymond. The boomerang will 
come back. 


TEACHING ECONOMY 

In the lush, lavish days of 
1928-29, if anyone had sugges¬ 
ted that a university establish 
a course on how to economize— 
in any field—the suggestion 
might have qualified as the 
joke of the month. But in the 
lean, if saner, year of 1933 
such a suggestion not only has 
been made, but put into effect. 
New York University, in the 
summer session of its School 
of Education, is giving a “prac- 
ticum on economics in school 
administration.” 

T 0 this six weeks’ special 
course have come from various 
parts of the country school sup 
erintendents, supervisors, prin¬ 
cipals, business managers, super 
intendents of buildigs and gro¬ 
unds, engineers, janitors, anti 
yes, even a few members of 
boards of education. 

This course has proved one 
of the most popular and practic¬ 
al of the current session. Lectur¬ 
es, special reading, informal di. 
cussions, demonstrations of mat 
erials and processes, exhibit 
and field trips halve made the 
course anything but a vacation 
for the students. It was divided 
into six units ,each covering :> 
week.

The basic idea 
of the course may be summed 
up: If we must economize—and 
we must—lot’s learn how to do 
it in the light of facts and exp¬ 
erience; how to effect real econ¬ 
omies and be in a position to 
defend our schools from bogus 
shortsighted economies propos¬ 
ed by community pressure grou 
i s wli > seem to think it neces¬ 
sary to cut down the tree to get 
rid of a had limb. 

The university‘8 experiment 
has much to commend it. As 
Dr. Harry Woodburn Chase, its 
new president, remarked on tak 
ing over ihe reins the other day, 
there has been inflation in ed¬ 
ucation as in everything else. 
Economy in the field of educat 
ion—real economy based on the 
iactand not on public hysteria 
would be a substatial contribut¬ 
ion t n economy in public admin 
istration generally. But it must 
bo real economy and not mere 
penny pinching. From Chicago’s 
experience with financing its 
schools, a writer in the current 
issue of the Forum magazine 
says that “only a people that 
had no conception of the place 
of education in its national life 
could contemplate the ruin of 
the next generation as the best 
remedy for governmental insol¬ 
vency. 

There will be no dissent from 
the proposition that economy 
is now necessary in education 
or, we take it, from the fact 
that education is not the only 
field where economy should be 
sought, taught and learned. 
Should New York and other 
universities start classes to tea¬ 
ch saying in other branches of 
the public service? Could they 
ret politicians, legislators and of 
ficials to register for a “pract- 
icum” as the school-teachers 
have in their field?—Christian 
Science Monitor. 

INFERIOR MERCHANDISE 

All that glitters is not gold, 
and not ail alleged bargains 
are really bargains. So the met* 
chants of Raymond will tell 
you. There is a great deal of 
demand in times like these, for 
low priced stuff. The manufact¬ 
ure forced to get out 
goods sell at certain fixed 
low prices, but to provide them 
they frequently have to use 
such inferior material and has¬ 
ty workmanship that the goods 
will never be satisfactory. 

A campaign t n eliminate infer 
ior merchandise is being promot 
oted under the auspices of the 
National Retail Dry Goods assoc 
iation, and was opened p few 
nights ago in New York by P 
A. O’Connell, president of that 
organization. One good way to 
help on that cause, is for peo¬ 
ple to buy their supplies of the¬ 
ir own local dealers, who can 
not afford to offend and disap¬ 
point their customers by work- 
in/- off inferior stuff on them. 

Time is not usually any econ¬ 
omy in buying inferior goods. 
If an article sells for 25 per 
cent under the market, but if 
it will last only half as long 
as a first class merchandise, 
then the buyer has lost when 
he bought it. 

Very remarkable bargains, 
or those that seem so, are of¬ 
fered e verywhere now. Some¬ 
times it seems as if goods were 
almost given away. But these* 
goods that are sold so very 
cheaply may be nut together 
so hastily and of such poor 
materials that there is not a 
cent of economy in buying 
them. 

If your home store advertises 
bargains, you car depend on 
/ "*°ttino r venr monev's worth 
But probably your local dealer 
win pnv that the things he 
sells the cheapest, in response 
to the demand for low priced 
stuff, are not the best economy 
•n the long run. Better pnv a 
little ' ore. °nd get something 
with the real old goods in it.

SELF-DIAGNOSIS 

The ease with which medicine 
can be obtained has placed with, 
in the reach of everyone a sug¬ 
gested remedy for all of the 
ordinary ills that fall to the lot 
of man. It might be said that 
the l>est that can be claimed 
for the majority of these rem¬ 
edies is that, in themselves, 
they can do no harm. This, 
however, is only partially true 
for a real danger lies in misin¬ 
terpreting certain signs and 
symptoms which may be and 
often are common to sevcial 
disorders oj! the body. 

This is especially true in the 
case of children. The child is 
entirely at the mercy of his 
well-meaning parents, who take 
it upon themselves to prescribe 
for his every ailment. It is com 
mon, in many households, that 
when a child complains of abd¬ 
ominal distress or pain, an im¬ 
mediate rush is made for the 
castor oil bottle; without fur¬ 
ther questioning, a dose is ad¬ 
ministered forthwith. The very 
high percentage of cases of ac¬ 
ute appendicitis, with rupture 
of the apendix, that are admit¬ 
ted to hospital with a history 
of having received a dose of 
catstor oil for abdominal pain 
bear witness to the disastrous 
role which the use, through ig¬ 
norance, of a laxative plays in 
this state of affairs. An acute 
appendix requires prompt med¬ 
ical care. 

The laxative forces the con¬ 
tents of the upper bowel down 
upon the inflamed appendix. 
Thus, the first principle of tre¬ 
atment, which is rest, is volated, 
and the not unlooked for resul; 
is rupture of the appendix with 
the added danger of peritonitis. 

The following case history 
obtained from the surgical rec¬ 
ords of a largo hospital illustr¬ 
ates a somewhat similar point. 
A mddle aged man who had al* 
wavs enjoyed excellent health 
noticed a slightlv-increased ten- 
donev to constipation. For a 
month or two, he obtained re 
lief by taking, at regular inter¬ 
vals small doses of a laxative. 
Gradually his complaint grew 
worse and, in addition to the 
constipation, he suffered slight 
twinges of pain. His implicit 
faith in the laxative, however, 
remained unshaken ,and he user* 
larger doses to obtain relief, 
but without success. Soon his 
condition became worse, a com¬ 
plete obstuction of the bowel 
ensued, and on consulting his 
physician, the diagnosis of can¬ 
cer of the bowel was made. 

The story of many illnesses, 
like the examples we have cited, 
hears witness to fhe tragedy of 
self-diagnosis and persistence 
in the use of some “remedy" 
which at best, is only a pahative 
andfwhich but delays the chance 
of effective treatment and prob 
able recovery.

“Top oiT, half gone, all gone” 
of the fairy tale about the cat 
and the bowl of cream might be 
used to describe what is occurr¬ 
ing with regard to diptheria, 
at least in most enlightened 
communities. 

A few years ago, it was pro¬ 
claimed that diptheria could be 
prevented; today we can say 
that diptheria is being prevent¬ 
ed, and that in a number oi 
places, it has actually been ban¬ 
ished. 

This is one of the most re¬ 
markable achievements of our 
age. For centuries, diptheria 
was a menace to child life, tak¬ 
ing a heavy toll year after year 
Then came diptheria antitoxin, 
one of the great discoyeries ox 
the latter part of the century. 
Antitoxin saves life; when*it is 
given at the onset of the dis¬ 
ease, it use has preserved many 
thousands of lives. 

In spite of the benefits of an¬ 
titoxin. deaths continued to 
occur because, for one reason 
or another, there was delay in 
its use. Furthermore, antitoxin 
could not control the spread of 
diptheria. 

Then came the great discov¬ 
ery that, through the use of a 
new substance, diptheria toxoid 
diptheria could actually be pre¬ 
vented. Thi s meant that child¬ 
ren could actually be protected 
and that parents need no longer 
fear that their little ones would 
contract diptheria. 

This prevention is not a 
theory. It is a well-tried prac¬ 
tical method. Thousands of 
Canadian children have been 
immunized against diptheria. 
They have received the necess¬ 
ary injections of toxoid and, as 
a result, their bodies are cap¬ 
able of overcoming any dipther¬ 
ia germs with which they may 
come in contact. 

For parents, the important 
points to know are, first, that it 
is onlv the children who have 
been immunized who are pro¬ 
tected. Unless your child is one 
of these, then your child is still 
being exposed to all the dangers 
of diptheria. 

The second point is that dip¬ 
theria occurs most commonly 
and is most fatal during the
